This is being done in ATberta as in 
other provinces of Canada, in or- 
ganization for Civil Defence. 

Recent natural disasters were 
the. Fraser Valley Flood which 
covered ten independent aréas with 
a population of about 15,000 peo- 
ple who were directly affected. 
The Red River Valley Flood cov- 
ered 700 square miles and almost 
a quarter of a million people di- 
rectly suffered. The Rimouski fire, 
of the flash type, could be com- 
pared to a violent incendiary bomb 
raid. 450 buildings were destroy- 
ed and over 2500 nersons were 
made homeless. The Gobano fire 
was another flash fire fanned by 
high winds similar to a fire storm 
induced by incendiary and’ high 
explosive bombs, It, resulted in 
“great’lossof property| and inany 
homeless people. In preparing to 
meet disasters of this kind we are 
also building a Civil Defence oy- 
ganization capable of meeting the 
déstruction that might..be found 
in hostile attack. 

While the four disasters’ men- 
tioned. became national concerns, 
undoubtedly disasters of smaller 
character strike small commu- 
nities. They did in this Municipal- 
ity. The blizzards last spring and 
the floods at.

These distresses can be taken care 
of under a well planned and local 
organized Civil Defence. 

It has been said that military 
defence has as its objective the de- 
fence of the country ugainst attack 
and the defeat of the enemy. Pri- 
mary object of civil defence is to 
reduce the consequences of enémy 
action upon civilian people and 
property. The essential starting 
point in Civil Defence is a reali- 
zation by every ditizen of the need 
for Civil Defence and the know- 
ledge that the community is doing 
everything it should to meet any 
situation. 


The Olds School of Agriculture is 
at present the location of a Civil 
Drfence Training School. The sec- 
ond class of Civil Defence workers 
ate receiving instruction. They re- 
present thirty-nine communities in 
Alberta. These voluntecr workers 
along with a similar number, now 
back in their own municipalities, 
will help in building a Civil De- 
fence Organization which will re- 
duce the effect of natural’ and 
enemy caused disasters unon civi- 
lian persons and property. 

In the case of the floods in 
British Columbia and Manitoba, a 
small, but valuable amout of plan- 
ning was possible because the 
threat became apparent. There was 
no warning of the fires in Rimous- 
ki and Cobano, so no plans were 
were made, and the existing fa- 
cilities were not sufficient to deal 
instantly with the disaster. 

Experience in- these disasters 


“point to the need in each commn- 


nity, large or small, of a pre-estab- 


‘lishéd plan and a pre-established 


authority to execute it, in order 
to meet any emergency that might 
be expected. The kind of danger 
to he exnected will vary from place 
to place, as well as the means avail- 
able to meet the danger. 
Obviously an _ instantaneous 
blow like the detonation of an 
atom bomb. can only be meet by 


an organization being readv and 


eanable of doing whatever is ne- 
cessary to reduce the consequen- 
ces. Warning. care and hospitali- 
zation, evacuation, . fire fiehtine, 
police service, restoration of ser- 
vices, warden‘and rescve, ambu- 
lance, engineers and welfare ser- 
vices are essential. It mav well 
he seen. however, that beth the 
general obiectives and the organ- 
izations are much the same for 
Civil Defence as. for Civil Disas- 
ter. 

Civil Defence requires teamwork 
of a high order among local agen- 
cies as well as those on a provin- 
cial and national scale. To be ef- 
fective, Civil Defence must be or- 
ganized in every municipality. It 
is the business of ‘everyone. You 
should offer your services, Civil 
Defence should be organized in 
your convmynity.

Bakeries Convicted 


There can only be satisfaction in the fact 
that the offending six western bakeries 
charged with restricting competition in order 
to keep the price of their commodity up, were 
given the maximum penalty the law allows, 
but satisfaction also that the presiding judge 
in the case, Mr. Justice Boyd McBride, 
minced no words in condemning the com- 
panies in scathing terms for what he describ- 
ed as misrepresentation, fraud, dishonest 
trickery and plunder. 

But the most serious implication reveal- 
ed by the trial in the evidence before the 
court is the disturbing revelation that the 
bread combine actually received aid and com- 
fort from the Alberta department of trade 
and industry. ._The evidence showed that on 
one occasion an official of the department 
presided at a meeting where an Edmonton 
chain store official was persuaded to raise 
the price of the loaves his company baked to 
the level desired by the combine and enforced 
or imposed on the trade by it. 

It was shown, in the evidence, that this 
official of the chain store thought this was a 
request of the government in consequence of 
the government’s representative presiding. It 
was admitted that at one time the then sec- 
retary of the Alberta Bakers’ Association, 
who was not a government employee, was 
permitted by officers above him in the de- 
partment to use official stationery for 
threatening letters to bakers who were un- 
derselling the combine. These letters were 
even signed for the department of trade and 
industry. ; 

The inquiry into the Bakeries’ combine 
came as the direct result of demands made by 
the Liberal party leaders in Alberta in 1948. 
At a public méeting in Grande Prairie in July 
of that year, J. Harper Prowse, M.L.A., Lib- 
treal leader in Alberta, mentioned the illegal 
doings of the Bakery Combine and a tele- 
gram was sent to Ottawa following the meet- 
ing urging that an enquiry take place.

Weather, Labor Shortage - 
Curb Bumper Harvest 


The Alberta grain harvest took on the appearance of a 
national emergency today as the federal government released 
servicemen to help gather in the crops before winter strikes. 


Farm leaders throughout the 
province greeted the gévernment’s 
move, but were still pessimistic 
about chances of completing the 
harvest. 

“It's still in the lap of the 
gods,", declared O. S. Longman, 
Alberta’s deputy agriculture min- 
ster. He said a solid month to six 
weeks of fine weather was needed 
to finish tie job. 

A late spring and wet summer, 
coupled with a Semptember: snow- 
storm and more rain last week set 
crops back almust a month and 
idled harvest crews just'at the 
time they should have been .work- 
ing full out. 


LABOR SCARCE 


Added to hazards of the weather 
was a critical farm labor shortage, 
Which Longman described as the 
worst he has ever seen. _ 

Urgency of -the situation wa3 
stressed by Roy C. Marler, presi- 
dent of the Alberta Federation of 
Agriculture./ Marler said that ,“un- 
less the weather improves during 
the next six weeks, over what it 
has been the past month, nearly 
50 per cent of the crop will be left 
on the grouné.” 

Byen with the help of the fnili- 
tary ana a preak from the weather, 
he doubted if all the crop would be 
gathered before winter. 

The statistics division of the Al- 
berta agriculture department said 
that on Sept. 30 only 7.8 per cent 
of the wheat, 3.8 per cent of the 
oats and 13.9 per cent of the barley 
had been threshed. About 75 per 
cent of the grain had been cut, but 
some 60 per cent was still in stook 
or swath on the ground, awaiting 
threshing crews. 

Longman said harvesters had 
been idle the past 10 days due to 
rain. Previously the September 
snowstorm halted operations.
